To-day is the day for the general unification of-the Republic 
of China. At-8 o’clock this morning Generals Li Chung-jen and 
Pei Chung-hsi and‘Mr. Huang Ko-chai assumed their newly ap- 
pointed positions at Nanning as Pacification Commissioner of 
Kwangsi, Member of the Standing Committee of the Military j 
Affairs'Commission, and Chairman of the Kwangsi Provincia! 
Government respectively. The former 4th Group Army of Kwang-}' 
Si-and the 19th Route Army are-joining forces, to be known as 
the 5th Route Army, of which.General Li Chumg-jen is concur-| . 
tently Commander-in-Chief. As Kwangsi is a poor mountainous 
province, it will be supported by the Central Government with a 
grant of $3,000,000 (National currency) per month as from to-day. 

General Li. Chung-jen has instructed General Yung Chao- 
woon, now at.Pakhoi, to evacuate the place, and the evacuation 
will be concluded before next Sunday. General Yu Hon-mow has 
instructed Divisional Commander Tam Sui to garrison the place 
to succeed General Yung, so that the Japanese and Chinese repre- 
sentatives can investigate the circumstances of the death of the 
Japanese druggist there. General Tsai Ting-kai went to Kwang- 

chouwan by air yesterday, and he will come to Hong Kong from 

there. Hence the Pakhoi situation has eased appreciably.
